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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Agawam  Town  Meeting  Members: 

During  the  year  the  Finance  Committee  lost  three  valuable  members  but  feel  fortunate  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen’s 
choice  for  their  replacements. 

Immediately  after  town  meeting,  the  Finance  Committee  resumed  its  labors  which  resulted  in  making  transfers 
from  the  Reserve  Account  which  during  the  year  totaled  $41,707.33. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Finance  Committee  was  busy  at  work  in  preparing  to  launch  its  fall  program  of 
budget  hearings.  A new  salary  form  was  devised  which  directed  the  1970  departmental  salary  requests  first  to  the 
Personnel  Board  for  their  recommendations  and  then  on  to  the  Finance  Committee.  Procedures  for  budget  hearings 
were  established  along  with  a time  schedule  for  the  various  departmental  hearings  with  the  Finance  Committee.  In 
conjunction  with  changes,  some  individual  accounts  were  revised  and  new  accounts  were  set  up  in  order  that  town  costs 
be  more  clearly  defined.  You  will  note  that  the  Supplementary  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  itself  has  taken  on 
a new  form. 

With  all  budget  procedures  established  the  Committee  in  September  met  with  all  department  heads,  board  and 
committee  chairmen  to  outline  our  budget  procedures  and  to  get  their  ideas. 

At  the  beginning  of  November  the  Committee  held  budget  hearings  which  continued  for  about  three  full  months. 
After  the  hearings  had  concluded,  we  made  our  recommendations.  With  the  current  emphasis  on  programs  for  our 
youth,  we  felt  it  necessary  to  substantially  increase  the  budget  for  Parks  and  Playgrounds.  Larger  enrollment  and 
increased  operating  costs  are  some  of  the  factors  which  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  School  budget. 

As  to  the  Warrant  Articles  we  likewise  took  many  hours  of  deliberation  and  discussion  to  evaluate  the  need  out- 
lined in  the  Warrant  Articles.  You  will  find  that  some  Articles  do  not  have  the  Committee’s  recommendations  because 
we  had  not  enough  discussion  and  information  on  the  Article  prior  to  the  printing  deadline. 

With  our  new  Supplementary  Report  we  hope  that  you  will  find  it  easy  to  read  and  we  welcome  any  comments 
that  you  may  have  concerning  our  presentation.
